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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MADICAL OFFICER OF HEasLTH FOR 1957 


To the Mayor, Aldermen and Councillors of the Borough of Hedon, 


I have the honour to submit my annual report upon the Health Services 
of the Borough of Hedon for 1957, 


The following are the principal statistical rates for the year:- 


Corrected Death Rate - 8,19 
Corrected Birth Rate - 15,32 
Still Birth Rate =~ 28,57 
Infant Mortality Rate - 0,00 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE A total of 30 cases of infectious disease were notified, 
29 measles and 1 case of poliomyelitis which was admitted to hospital, At 
the end of the year 17 cases of pulmonary and non pulmonary tuberculosis were 
on the register but no new cases had been reported, 


IMMUNISATION AND VACCINATION Vaccination against poliomyelitis has been 
carried out for those children up to 15 years of age and expectant mothers 
who had registered with the Local Health authority, Immunisation against 
diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus is carried out at the Welfare Clinic 
each month, and children requiring booster doses are immunised in school, 

A total of 73 such immunisations were carried out and 16 children were 
vaccinated against smallpox, 


ENVIRONMENTAL HYGIENE Water is supplied by the Hull Corporation; samples 
are taken as required for bacteriological and chemical analysis, 


There are still a relatively large number of houses in the Borough 
subject to be dealt with under the provisions of the Housing Act, Most of 
these are on Bonds Estate and many of them are owner occupied, It would 
he impracticable to deal with this area in a piecemeal fashion, as demolition 
Will have to be co-ordinated with re-development in order to re=house the 
inhabitants, 


The Ministry has now approved the new sewage scheme but this was held 
up last year by the financial crisis, and it is hoped that the work will now 
be able to proceed as the Borough still has more than 200 pail closets, 
equivalent to 1 per 100 inhabitants,

the help and co-operation of the Chairman and members of the Health Committee, 
the Public Health Inspector's Department and other Officials, during the year
